REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 14 currently stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§102(6), as being anticipated by United States Patent No. 
6,463,189 (Wu et al) . Claims 2, 3, 19 & 20 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) , as being unpatentable over Wu et al in view of 
United States Patent No. 6,381,049 (Xu et al) or 4,461,543 
(McMahon) . Claims 4 to 13 and 15 to 18 have been objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The claims of the application have been amended to overcome 
the objections of the Examiner and to better define the invention 
in light of the prior art. In particular, claims 1 and 14 have 
been amended to include the elements and features of claim 4. 
Moreover, claims 5, 6 and 10 have been amended to include the 
elements of claim 1. Claims 4, 17, 18 and 20 have been canceled. 

A holding to this effect and the allowance of this 
application followed by its passage to issuance is respectfully 
solicited.
